THREE YEARS IN STRIPES. 


Husband Now Dead, His Widow, 
Who Has Suffered Agonies of 


Mind, Wants Prisoner 


Pardoned. 


New York, Aug. . That a 
young man of fine family and a student in a 
large American university deliberately con- 
fessed a burglary which he did not commit 
and willingly went to Sing Sing prison is 
order to protect the name of a married wom- 
an of equally high social standing whom he 
had compromised in the eyes of her husband 
is the amazing tale of self-sacrifice told to- 
day by Carl Fischer-Hansen, a wealthy 
young lawyer and philanthropist who does 
a good deal of work among the prisoners 
about the Criminal Courts building. 

The woman's husband now being dead she 
wishes to have the wrong righted, and con- 
fesses to having been in an agony of mind 
ever since the incident happened. 

It further is stated that the woman, who 
is said to belong to one of the oldest families 
in the city, has been compelled to submit to 
blackmail to the extent of $86,000 on the part 
of an old servant who knew the true circum- 
stances, | 

Lawyer Hansen refuses to divulge any 
names until he has thoroughly investigated 
the story. The erring wife is now at Narra- 
gansett Pier, itis said. She is described as an 
earnest church worker. 


Widow Appeals to Lawyer. 
“Last Wednesday,” said Mr. Fischer- 


Hansen, a handsome widow came down to 
my office and asked to be shown into the 
library, where no cne but myself would see | 


dinary story. I cannot tell y her name, 
but you certainly would know/)\it if I did. 
She does not belong to the smart set, but 
comes from one of the best old families,of 
New York, her late husband, though living 
in Manhattan, owned several large factories 
in New Jersey. She is handsome; does not 
look more than :%, though she probably is, 
and has a child. 

She told me that a young man. while not 
prominent in a business way, had good social 
standing and was calling on her. Her hus- 
band was not aware of the fact that friend- 
ship existed between them. Neither wanted 
the husband to know it. The husband did 
not know the man. The husband came home 
unexpectedly and his appearance created con- 


mant 


her. She then told me the gn Se extraor- 


the man arose to thé situation. “He @ssumed™ 


a rough manner when asked by the husband 
what he was doing there. He said he was a 
burglar, that ht had forced an entrance to the 
apartment, and that he was willing to take 
his medicine. He gave an assumed name t- 
the husband and a fictitious address. 

“ A hurry call for the police was sent over 
the telephone by the husband and the man 
made no attempt to escape. All this hap- 
pened before the wife could say or do any- 
thing. She was in such a quandary that she 
did not know what to do, so she blindly fol- 
lowed the lead of the supposed burglar. 


. Pleads Guilty to Burglary. 

“ There was prompt response by the police 
and the man was marched around to the 
police station. He was arraigned the next 
day in the police court. He pleaded guilty 
to the charge of attempted burglary. The 
husband was complainant and the woman 
was the chief witness against him. 

No time was lost in placing the matter 
before the grand jury, which found an in- 
dictment against him. He was arraigned in 
the Court of General Sessions, where he 
again pleaded guilty. The secret of his iden- 
tity was not disclosed in any of the proceed- 
ings, and his name is not known to the prison 
authorities today. 

“At his own request judgment was pro- 
nounced by the court without the loss of a 
minute. He was sentenced to three years in 
Sing Sing. Without a word he turned, went 
back to his cell in the Tombs, packed up a 
few belongings, and that night wore a 
striped suit in Sing Sing prison. His friends 


wondered what had, become of him and 


thought he had gone on a vacation trip with- 
out saying anything to them aboutit. Later 
they wondered that nothing had been heard 


“The woman now wishes to save the 


young man from the disgrace and punish- 
ment under which he is suffering, and came | 


to me to ask me to try to get a pardon from 
Gov. Higgins.” 
Woman Much Agitated. 

Asked for more details of the story, the 
lawyer declared it was impossible to give 
them. 

“The woman,” he said, “ was much agi- 
tated. . She is on the verge of a nervous 
breakdown, and it will be necessary to be 
cautious in these matters. She is coming 
back to see me on Monday with a written 
statement. Then I shall be able to speak 
more certainly about the matter.“ 

Fou call the prisoner a boy?“ | 

„Well, he is not old. It is a curious coin- 
cidence that a student disappeared from one 
of the colleges just at the time he was tried— 
no, I won't tell you whether it was Harvard. 
Yale, or Princeton—and no one ever will 
know what became of him. He has the same 
social rank as the widow, but you would not 
know his name.” 

„Will there be a new trial?” | 

“There may be on the ground of new evi- 
dence.

New York, Aug. 25.—[Special.]—Details of 
plans for the formation of a new life insur- 
ance company, obtained today simultaneous- 
ly with the admission by the Equitable’s 
counsel that its individmal officers were 
guilty of the charges made by the attorney 
weneral in his suit to compel restitution, 
caused much talk in the financial district. 
It was learned that $3,000,000 already has 
been subscribed toward the formation of 
the new company and the names of Levi P 
Morton, Bishop Henry C. Potter, Alfred G. 
Vanderbilt, and W. K. Vanderbilt were 
mentioned as some of those who are largely 
interested in the enterprise. 
The organization of the company, it was 
learned, has been placed in the hands of O. 
P. Dorman, who has charge of the corpora- 
tion department of the ssutual Life, with 
offices at 398 Broadway. i 
It is planned to sell monparttcipating poli- 
cies and to make the cash value of these 
policies practically the full reserve. , 


Equitable Heads Admit Gharges. 

Forty-hine directors of the Equitable 
Life Assurance society, accused by the 
state of alleged wrong doing in connection 
with the management of the society, today 
answered thirteen of these charges. Many 
of the charges were admitted unreservedly; 


others were admitted. with reservations, and 


still others were alleged to have concerned 
deals not known to the entire directorate, but 
carried out by indtvidual directors who are 
said to have profited thereby. | 

Some officials, the directors say, were 
guilty of improper acts, among which was 
the Depew Improvement Investment com- 
pany loan of $250.000. The directors waived 
the responsibility for this, and indicate Alex- 
ander, Jordan, and Deming as having the 
most intimate knowledge of the loan. 

The forty-nine directors joined with the 
state asking a complete investigation in 
court of the Equitable’s alleged wrong do- 
ing. 

The charge that excessive salaries were 
paid is not directly answered, but admis- 
sion is made that under the guise of salaries 
excessive fees were given to certain officals 
who were directors in other companies. In 
defense the answer states that these prac- 
tices were not known to the whole board of 
directors. i 

Admit Inadequate Rental Received. 

The first charge specifically answered is 
that premises on Broadway were let at in- 
adequate rental to the Mercantile Safe De- 
posit company. This is admitted. But it 
is denied that at the time this lease was 
made James H. Hyde, James W. Alexander, 
William Alexander, Gage E. Tarbell, Valen- 
tine P. Snyder, Thomas D. Jordan, Charles B. 
Alexander, Henry R. Winthrop, Alvin W. 
Kretch, and William H. McIntyre were stock - 
holders and directors in the Mercantile Safe 
Deposit company. 

With certain reservations, admission is then 
made that the capital stock of the Missouri 
Safe Deposit company was acquired by the 
Equitable society, which paid $250 a share for 
shares of a par value of $100, but that the 
alleged purchases were never made known 
to the whole board of directors.

Charges of the existence of excessive de- 
posits in the twenty-two banks are admitted, 
but the admission is restricted to those direc- 
tors and officers who actually had charge 
of or knowledge of these transactions. 


Don’t Know Rights Regarding Surplus.

Government Condones Bialostok Mas- 
sacre—Tales of Revolting Cruelty.

LONDON, Aug. «6, 8 a. m.— Details of the 
massacre of Jews at Bialistok on Aug. 12 
have just reached London in mail advices. 

Thirty-eight were killed and 187 wounded 
by soldiers, who raided the Jewish quarters 
to take revenge for a bomb outrage in which 
three soldiers were killed. : 

The massacre was as appalling as the one 
at Kisheneff two years ago, although at 
Bialistok the populace stood by and watched 
the soldiers do the killing, while at Kisheneff 
the soldiers were the spectators. 


Jewish Plo. Precipitated Crisis. 

Bialstock is a city of 65,000 persons on the 
railway from Warsaw to Odessa. There 
are 15,000 Jews among the inhabitants. The 
town is an important military garrison. 

The trouble began in the last week in Au- 
gust, during a strike, in which Jewish work- 
ingmen were brutally treated by the police, 
aided by the troops. : 

At a secret meeting of Jewish socialists 
three men were designated to secure revenge 
upon the soldiery. | 

As the result of the plot an unknown man 
threw a bomb from a crowd which a detach- 
ment of troops was dispersing on the after- 
noon of Aug. 12. Three soldiers were killed 
by the explosion and several injured. 


Shoot at Crowds Indiscriminately. 


The soldiers raised the cry of Death to 
the Jews, and a general move was made for 
the Jewish quarter of the city. | 

Several vodka shops were raided and the 
soldiers, inflamed with liquor, marched 
through the streets, shooting at Jewish men, 
women, and children indiscriminately. |

Another old man, nearly 80 years old, was 
attacked in the street. The soldiers pulled 
out his beard and then killed him. 

The young son of a merchant was severely 
wounded by a bullet through his abdomen. 
The surgeon brought by his father was pre- 
vented from attending the wounded youth. 
On his persisting the doctor was attacked 
by the soldiers and drivenaway. 

Two Jews were discovered carrying a 
wounded man to his home. The soldiers 
killed one of them and wounded the other. 

In nearly every case the dead were slashed 
with bayonets as they lay in the streets. It 
is admitted that the soldiers were drunk;

Small but Lots of History. 

The Isle of Shoals, which really is five or 
six little islands about as big as a fair sized 
meadow, lies ten miles out at sea. There are 
summer hotels on two of them and a few cot- 
tages and a lighthouse.

The result of President Roose- 
velt's second appeal direct to Emperor Nicho- 
las has not transpired and the result of the 
pressure on Japan to alter the form of her 
proposal by the elimination of the purchase 
price of the northern half of Sakhalin is 
not known.

It is rumored that the management of the 
Illinois Central railroad is about to estab- 
lish, for competitive purposes, a uniform 
pitkel fare on its local service as far south 
as Sixty-third street. The present fares

| ample, carries a passenger to Sixty-third 


street in seventeen or eighteen minutes, 
whereas an elevated train requires double 
that time. The reduction would also win 
a certain number of passengers who now 
use the surface cars for long distances be- | 
cause of their nickel fare, There are many 
such passengers in summer, when open 
surface cars are used and when Illinois 
Central passengers are sprinkled with 
cinders from the locomotive. 

On the other hand, if the reduction were 
made, ‘many persons who now use the sur- 
face cars and take transfers would use the 
Illinois Central line north and south and 
take crosstewn surface lines to eke out 
their journeys. The surface company would 
then get its nickel in each case without 
giving a transfer, and the steam road would 
add a passenger. A good many persons 
could afford 10 cents daily for the time 
thus saved, who could not afford twice that 
sum. The reduction would also develop 
new business by stimulating residential 
building along the Illinois Central line. 

In short, every advance in popular rapid 
transit, and especially real rapid transit 
which the Illinois Central service ought to 
be—is always certain to develop its own 
traffie without any correspönding reduc- 
tion in that of other agencies. The adop- 
tion, too, of the fare in question would be 
in harmony with the general tendency to- 
ward one city one fare.” 

There is another change, however, quite 
as important as a reduction of fares, which 
the Illinois Central management ought to 
make, and that is the establishment of a 
more frequent service. If the road is ever 
to become really popular for local travel 
cars must be eperated at intervals similar 
to those of the elevated roads. When trains 
run twenty or thirty minutes apart it is 
only the few who can plan to use them. If 
cars were to leave every five minutes pas- 
sengers could abandon time tables and go 
to the stations at any time, just as they do 
now to the elevated stations, knowing that 
they would at most have but a nominal wait. 

The demand, too, for such increased 
frequency would call logically for electri- 
fication, and if a reduced fare shall ulti- 
mately stimulate that improvement the 
public will have a * ground for satis- 


INDEMNITY. | 
With Japan the indemnity question is 
controlled: by commercial or business rea- 
sons. With Russia it is a sentimental as 
well as a business question. When the re- 
apective governments discuss indemnity 
they do not stand on the same plane nor 
‘eonsider the subject from the same point of 
It is not surprising that while they 
‘have agreed with comparative ease regard- 
ing many things the question of indemnity 
still divides them. 

Confessedly Japan is influenced, as some 
jeering critic said, by“ mercenary ” motives 
in attempting to exact from Russia as many | 
millions as possible. Those motives are 
not discreditable to Japan. It is actuated | 
by principles which, on different occasions, 
have influenced many European nations. 
Napoleon extorted a war indemnity from 
Prussia, and Germany from France. When | 
Greece made war on Turkey eight years 
“ago and was defeated an indemnity was 
exacted. Japan has contracted a war debt 
which, for a poor country, is a heavy one. 
Naturally it wishes to recover from Russia 

as large a proportion of its military ex- 
as, possible." Every business man 
will appreciate the ‘motives. 

If Russia looked ‘at the question of in- 
demnity from the commercial side only it 
would be disinclined to pay anything. Rus- 
sia’s finances are in no better shape than 
those of Japan. .Russia could get the 
money Japan asks, but tu do so would have 
to increase a public debt which is already 
alarmingly large. There remains the senti- 
mental side of the question. It is the be- 
lief of Russia that it would be degraded and 
humiliated . uin the eyes of the world if it 
were to buy peace with money—and buy it 
of an Asiatic power. Since Russia drove 
out the Mongol’ Khans it has paid tribute 
to no one. Russia believes, and probably 
with good reason, that its prestige with the 
great powers would be seriously impaired 
if it were to yield to Japan. The monetary 
value of “ prestige cannot be assessed, but 
it is worth a great deal. Russia, in order 
not to impair this intangible prestige,“ 
may be willing to spend . 
millions more in fighting. 

Here is a deadlock. Of the simple whe or 
ade and the mixefi view taken by Rus- 
sia, which«side should give way? Mani- 
festly it will be easier for Japan than for 
(its adversary. Japan has only to deter- 
mine whether, as a business proposition, it 
‘is better to go on with the war than to 
stop it. Japan would make no sacrifice of 
pride in reducing or abating its demand for 
money. Japan has already obtained all it 
went to war for and more. It has Corea, 
Port Arthur, Dalny, the Liaotung peninsu- 
la, and the Chinese Eastern railway. Japan 
has strengthened its navy with captured 
Russian ships. The Russians have been 
driven out of Manchuria, and it is no longer 
a fiction that the province belongs to China. 

It is true that it hae cost Japan several 
bundred million dollars to get all it has 
obtained. Part of it should have been con- 
ceded by Russia as a matter ot᷑ justice, But 
if Japan had not gone to war and spent 
men and money to vindicate its rights it 
would not have the “prestige” or the 
territory it enjoys today. It is a made na- 
tion as the result of that war—a power 
entitled to be treated with respect or deter- 
ence by all other nations. If Japan chooses 
to speak authoritatively henceforth about 
‘questions arising in the far east its right to 
do so cannot be disputed. Is not a place | 
among the great nations worth a war debt? 
It hostilitjes continue because Japan will 
net waive its claim to an indemnity it is 
not likely that it will lose what it now has. 
If Russia were to find an ally in France 
or Germany the only aid which could be 
given would be in troops, but it is generals 
rather than soldiers that Russia needs. 
Japan probably could defeat the Russians 
again, and get Harbin and Vladivostok, 
which it does not greatly care for. In the 
meanwhile it would be spending more

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MORE LIGHTS AND POLICE NEEDED. 
Chicago, Aug. 24.—{ Editor of The Tribune. } 
-I write to call attention to the subject of 
adequate police protection for the residence 
sections of our city. For, in view of the fact 
that the shocking murder of Mrs. F. E. Mize 


quiet residence streets of Hyde Park within 
the last six months, it would seem as if the 
time had come for action. 

As a resident of the immediate neighbor- 
hood, and fairly well acquainted with local 
conditions, it would appear that the two fac- 


such crimes as are almost constantly shock- 
ing the law abiding en of our residence 
districts are: 

{a] The inadequate police protection and 

{b] The indifferent lighting system of resi- 
dent streets. It is not my present purpose 
to attempt to fix the blame for existing con- 
ditions, but rather to urge upon the public 
to insist with a stubbornness which will ad- 
mit of no gainsay, upon emancipation from 
a calm neglect that is jeopardizing the lives 
of our wives, mothers, and daughters as they 
walk the streets of localities which have 
every appearance of the enden innocence 
of a country village. 

I think it was only on Feb. 28 of this year 
that Mrs. Delia Tracy was held up and shot 
to death in Monroe avenue, between Fifty- 
fifth and Fifty-sixth streets, one of the most 
quiet and respectable blocks in Hyde Park, 
and now again on Aug. 22, almost exactly 
fhe same class of a crime is perpetrated in 
one of the most select and aristocratic blocks 
of the south side, at a distance of considera- 
bly less than a quarter of a mile from the 
scene of the first murder. 

How can a thing like this be possible except 
for the fact that the Chicago footpad knows 


that under ordinary circumstances it ought 


to be moderately safe to hold up and shoot 
to death if need be any honest citizen who 
walks up and down before his own doorway 
with the almost complete assurance that he 
will have no serious difficulty in making 
good his escape? In the two Hyde Park in- 
stances there has been not only no policeman 
in sight but none within hailing distance. 

I venture to suggest that in 90 per cent of 
like cases during the last year it has been 
necessary for some citizens to give chase 
to the culprit, while others cared for the 
dead and dying, and while yet another has 
searched his telephone directory and hunted 
for a nickel to warn the police of the fact 
that a crime had been committed upon the 
open street of their particular precinct. It. 
indeed, Hyde Park is laid off in beats, 
as I suppose it is, and systematically pa- 
trolled, then I venture to assert that the —— 
ritory is so extensive and the distances so 
great that the protection is rendered wholly 
inadequate and practically inoperative. 
Added to this factor is the other already 
referred to—viz.: the indifferent lighting sys- 
tem. Under this head it is sufficient to say 
that on any evening when the moon is not 
shining it would be quite possible, midway 
between the street lights of our residence 
streets, to pass a well known friend without 
recognizing him. These two circumstances 
alone are sufficient to encourage thugs and 
highwaymen to leave the great cities of the 
east [well lighted and carefully patrolled] 
and seek refuge in a city which is large and 
prolific of results, and moderately safe.

Tribute to Mary Mapes Dodge. 


Something About the Author of “Hans Brinker," 


Boss of Little ready. 


Harry Leon Wilson's Tale of Rural Life. 


HE death of Mrs. Mary Mapes Dodge, 
which occurred at her summer home, 
Onteora Park, in the Catskills, on Mon- 
day last, means more to the young peo- 

5 ple of this country than they may per- 

haps yet realize. The St. Nicholas Maga- 

zine was created, or was started, perhaps 

I should say, because of Mrs. Dodge. Scrib- 
ner & Co., as the firm style then was, the 


publishers of St. Nicholas, and the now 
Century Magazine; knew that the name and 


work of Mary Mapes Dodge were as good as 
Several hundred thousand dollars in the 
launching of a young people’s magazine. 
Mrs. Dodge was then known throughout the 
world as the author of “ Hans Brinker,“ a 
book that has had almost as many readers as 
Robinson Crusoe. It has been translated 
into every modern language, and is a classic 
in those languages as well as in English. 
The scene of the story is laid in Holland, as 
every one knows; but at the time that Mrs. 
Dodge wrote the book she hall never visited 
Holland, but she had read omnivorously on 
the subject, and had talked with people who 
had lived there, natives and foreigners. The 
story is told, and I happen to know that 
it is true, that when Mrs. Dodge finally did 
visit Holland and asked in a bookshop for 
the book that would give the best idea of 
life in the country, she was handed a copy 
of her own story. This would seem to prove 


that it is not necessary for an author to live. 


in a country to give a story local color. At 
the same time every author is not Mrs. 
Dodge 


Mary Mapes Dodge was the first literary 
woman that I ever knew. When I was 18 
or 19 years old I was living in Newark, N. J., 
and about two or three miles out of Newark, 
in a little settlement called Waverly, was 
the Mapes home, There Mrs. Dodge, who 
was a widow with two sons, lived with her 
mother and sisters, and a jolly, interesting 
life it was. With the exception of the motx- 
er, they were all young or comparatively 
young people in the house, and such good 
times as I have had there, it seems to me, are 
unknown in these days. f 

A few hundred feet from the main house 
was aff old fashioned house in which the 
gardener lived, the attic of which Mrs. 
Dodge had converted into a den.“ Dens” 
were not so common in those days as they 
are today. Hers was the first one that I 
ever saw. I thought then that it was a 
most interesting and wonderful place, but 
as I look back at it it seems simple. There 
were no oriental effects, such as dens 
have in these days; no feolish “ cozy cor- 
ners,” and that sort of thing; but a lot of 
interesting pictures, a great many books, 
an ample desk, and one thing that I re- 
member particularly—a panorama of the 
Rhine, which was tacked to the sloping 
celling. In that room Mrs. Dodge wrote 
„Hans Brinker and other of her books. 

Among her greatest treasures were the 
letters that she received from children. who 
had read Hans Brinker and loved it. 
A great many ot hundreds, I believe—- 
asked her for the pen with which she wrote 
the dock. I. don’t know whether ehe ever 
gave it to any one of these relic hunters, 
but it she did not it was not for want ot 


asking. =| 


At about this time a big advertising agency 
in New York started a magazine called 
Hearth and Home, and Mrs. Dodge was in- 
vited to conduct a young people’s department 
of the paper. If the other departments had 
been conducted as successfully as was hers 
Hearth and Home might be flourishing today, 
but it was not a success, and after a few 
years’ struggle was swept into the whirlpool 
into which so many periodicals have gone. 
It was for Mearth and Home that I wrote my 
first paid for article. It was not long nor was 
the subject exciting. It told an eager world 
how a sweet potato could be put into a pre- 
serve jar and grow a vine that would keep 
its memory green. The article wes short, 
and was illustrated with a picture of the jar, 
the potato, and the vine that grew from its 
side. I was paid 33 for this article, and my 
name was printed in the table of contents, 
I don’t know which gave me the greatest 
thrill, the $3 or the sight of my name as 
a contributor. Not only did my name appear 
in the table of contents printed in the weekly, 
but it appeared on posters that were posted 
broadcast over the city. And now Mrs. 
Dodge is gone at the age of 67. But she will 
not be forgotten. Hans Brinker will live, 
and St. Nicholas, which will always bear her 
name on its cover, will live, and she will be 
mourned for by an army of young people and 
people who are no longer young, for the first 
readers of St. Nicholas are parents, some of 
them grandparents, today. Among the for- 


mer may be counted Rudyard Kipling, who 


read it omniverously when he was a small 
boy, and whose ambition as a small boy was 
to be a writer and to see his name in the 
pages of the magazine that he loved so well. 
I need hardly say that this ambition was 
gratified. 

Some time ago I-wrote of the LETTERS 
OF WAGNER TO MME. WESENDONCK.” 
Today I come across a little book of letters 
that the master wrote to Otto Wesendonck, 
her husband. This little book was published 
some years ago in England and has never 
been republished in this country. Mt is need- 
less to say that the letters to the husband 
were not as impassioned as those that Wag- 
ner wrote to the wife. They are, neverthe- 
less, most interesting, for Wagner's letters 
were always a part of himself. Wesendonck, 
as was intimated in the letters to Mme. 


Wesendonck, helped Wagner with money, | 


but apparently always for a consideration. 
He had bought four parts of the tetralogy, 
the receipt of the mopey for which is ac- 
knowledged in a letter of June 17, 1860: 

“J send you herewith an acknowledgment 
that I received the money all right. Since 
the rupture of my Petersburg negotiations I 
no longer can withhold from you the infor- 
mation that it was yourself, without know- 


ing it, who helped me out of the terrible fix 


into which I was brought by my three Pa- 
risian concerts. Just when it had become 
necessary to provide at once the costs of 
those concerts, which eventually ran to over 
11,000 francs—just when other hopes which 
had been inspired in me of immediate reim- 
bursement for those concerts were totally 
destroyed, and everything was strained to 


the uttermost—I had an answer from the 


music publishers who had approached me 
about the ‘Rheingold.’ Quite unexpectedly 
they complied with my conditions, and sent 
me the demanded fee forthwith in a bill of 
exchange on Paris.” 

Disappointment followed disappointment 
of the production of “ Rheingold in Peters- 
burg, and Wagner was at his wit's end to 
pay his obligations. 

„Nothing,“ he writes to Wesendonck, re- 
mains for me but to give you a receipt for 
the amount stipulated between us for the last 
piece of the Nibelungen,“ and ask you to con-

Wagner seems to have been fond of Otto 
Wesendonck, and if he did not hear from him 
when he was away he was unhappy. When 
you are silent I grow uneasy,” he writes “and 
write to you not because I have anything 
good or important to tell you, but merely to 
hear why you are torturing me by silence.” 
Even Mme, Wesendonck had not then an- 
swered one of his letters, and he writes: 

Only believe me, children, that my home 
is with you, that I am in a strange land here, 
and only feel homeliké-when I know myself 
safe on the ‘green hill’!

That even genius has to work hard is 
proved, if proof were ‘necessary, by a letter 
from Wagner in regard to the last rehearsals 
for Tannhäuser: 

Don't entertain the smallest doubt as to 
my exerting myself superhumanly at pres- 
ent. Yesterday morning at half past 2, after 
a night of vigil, I finished the remainder of 
my new compositions for ‘ Tannhiuser ’; 
the same day I found it necessary to under- 
take a further alteration in the minstrels’ 
tourney, tor which I require a clear head. 
Rehearsals every morning, and four times a 


tale—each and: every accessory to attend to 
myself; at 11 o’clock this morning a rehears- 
al with the horns for the hunting music; im- 
possible to get them anywhere in Paris, 
but made possible at last through personal 
exertions of the most inconceivable sort. 
Atrocious lumbering of a wagon with any 
number of wheels, but no coachman! I have 
to. be everywhere; for much, nay all, is so 
unwonted to the people! Special practice, or 
personal drudgery (if you will), with the 
singers, who are all beginning to feel how 
much they have to learn over again from 
me. Then a growing rush of unavoidables—

The mystery to me is how Wagner found 
time to write so many and such long letters. 
Not only was he writing to the Wesendoncks 
but he was writing to other people, among 
them one Malwida von Meysenbug, whom he 
met at about the same time that he began 
his acquaintance with the Wesendoncks. 
Wagner met Malwida von Meysenbug first 
in London in 1855, and renewed the acquain- 
tnce in Paris four years later. He took this 
lady into his confidence on the subject of his 
wife, and writes to her: 

I now perceive that I should have done 
wiser to leave my household affairs in a 
provisory state for awhile; all the more so, 
as my personal wish was not the determinant 
factor. My present concern is to see how 
I can mend the error. From time tc time 
unusual windfalls, almost natural in my post- 
tion toward the world; have come to rectify 
the faultiness of thy arrangements. Such 
I have ever accepted on the principle that 
those who busy themselves for me gain 
more thereby than I myself, as I seek rest 
and hapiness no longer, but only breathing 
space for new labors, from which I reap 
the least enjoyment Just now it seems that 
things will not fit in so easily; everything, 
even the promised and well nigh secured, 
leaves me waiting in vain. Were I to yield 
to my inner prompting, I should free myself 
entirely with a single step, for possession 
has never had a trace of power over me. 
Should you ever hear that fate has raised 
me aboveevery other tonsideration in the dis- 
position of my outward life than that of 
my own fancy, you would at like time hear 
that I had voluntarily chosen total poverty 
and retreat. Be assured of that, best 
friend.“ )

The Futurity is the goal toward which the 
ambition of every-horseman points and 
around which cluster the best traditions of 
the American turf. Rich in money, it being 
worth over $50,000, and in memories extend- 
ing as far back as the great struggle in which 
Proctor Knott came home a scant winner 
over the great Salvator, there is more for 
the winner of a Futurity than any of the 
other prizes offered by the American racing 
associations. 

' Look for Another Artful. 

Last year the public pinned its hopes to 
the Keene colt, Sysonby, now the acknowl- 
edged champion 8 year old, but the public was 
not acquainted with the quality of the Whit- 
ney filly, Artful, and Sysonby wegt down to 
his only defeat. Last year’s Futurity having 
developed two such horses as Sysonby and 
Artful, turf followers are looking forward 
to tomorrow's race with confidence. The 
2 year old feature has rarely been won by a 
bad horse, Dominio, Potomac, Butterflies, 
His. Highness, Ballyhoo Bey, and Yankee 
are among the best remembered winners. 


While there is general disappointment that | 


Harry Payne Whitney‘s colt, Burgomaster, 
and John Sanford’s Saratoga Special winner, 
Mohawk II., are not to be among the starters, 
there is still quality enough in tomorrow's 
field to maintain the tradifions of the race. 


W. C. Whitney’s Nominations Void. 


All ot the horses nominated by the late 
W. C. Whitney became ineligible with his 
death, through the strict conditions govern- 
ing the race, a fact which can readily be real- 
ized when it is considered that out of the 
1,159 nominations with which the race closed 
in January, 1903, only seventeen horses are 
named for the actual running.
